Claims 1-2, and 5 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over US Patent 6,191,156 (Kifor etal). The issued 
US Patent teaches a polyclonal antibody against caveolin-3 (see col. 23) and further teach methods of detecting using the claimed 
caveolin-3 polyclonal antibody.. 

Claims 3-4, 6-15 meets the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
invention.
